The “Government today lifted 
price controls from nearly all dry 
groceries, cigarettes, copper and 
aluminum, 

Price Stabilizer Joseph Freehill 
said controls will be retained only 


on coffee and coffee concentrates 
in the dry grocery line, Controls 
are ended on tea, 


Items on which controls were 
removed include breakfast cere- 
als, flour, soups, jams, jellies, 
maracaroni, and spaghetti, rice, 
packaged cookies and crackers, 
candy, chocolate and other cocoa 
products, baking powder, corn 
sirup, vinegar, mustard, table salt 
and flavoring extracts. At the same 
time the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion dropped its requirement that 
ce prices be posted in stores. 

Still Controlled. 


Aside from a very few selected 
items; such as bread and bakery 
products, controls now have been 
taken off — agente all foods. 
Beer oat package stores is still un- 
der controls. 


In the major metals field, OPS 
is retaining curbs only on prices 
of steel and nickel. 

The removal of ceilings from 
cigarettes also applies to other 
tobacco products. Cigars, how- 
ever, have been free of curbs for 
some time. 

Freehill predicted price in- 
creases Of at least a cent a pack 
on cigarettes, about 2 cents a 
pound on rice, and at least 3 cents 
a pound on copper. He said there 
may be some increases in retail 
prices of cookies, crackers, cooked 
cereals and candy, and some price 
cuts in other grocery items. 

He added that he “hopes” there 
will be no aluminum price in- 
creases. The copper picture is 
“confused,” he said, but “there 
will be increases.” 

At New York, Kennecott Sales 
Corp. announced a price increase 
of three cents a pound for do- 
mestic electrolytic copper, effec- 
tive immediately. 

A spokesman for the Alumi- 
num Co. of America said there 
would be no immediate change in 
the price of either aluminum or 
products made out of aluminum. 


Fourth Such Order. 


Today's action was the fourth 
removal of price curbs since 
President Eisenhower called for 
ending controls in an orderly 
manner before: April 30, the date 
on whieh they will expire auto- 
matically. 

Freehil estimated that today’s 
order would leave about 11 per 
cent of the items on the Govern- 
ment’s cost-of-living index still 
under full price controls and 
about 28 per cent of the items on 
the Government’s wholesale price 
index still under control. 

Freehill’s action took price con- 
trols off basic copper and alum- 
mum and basic copper and alum- 
inum products such as powder, 
paste, foil, and brass products. 

It also decontrolled such items 
as mechanical precision springs, 
bolts, nuts, screws and rivets 
made of steel, copper and alum- 
inum.

RALEIGH, N.C., Feb. 25 (UP) 
—The North Carolina Supreme 
Court overruled the “assault by 
leer” case of Negro sharecropper 
Mack Ingram today by deciding 
that he could not be convicted of 
a criminal offense “solely for 
what may have been in his mind.” 

The court thus in effect ruled 
that the old statute under which 
Ingram was convicted of assault 
by frightening a teenage white 
girl, Willie. Jean Boswell, is too 
vague to be valid. 

“The facts in evidence in the 
case at bar are insufficient to 
make out a case of assault,” the 
unanimous decision said. “It can- 
not be said that a pedestrian may 
be assaulted by a look, however 
frightening, from a person riding 
in an automobile some distance 
away.“

The highlights of the questions 
and answers were: 

1. He said it would be ter- 
rifically difficult to balance the 
federal budget for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1. He had 
been asked whether he agreed 
with a reported statement of 
Budget Director Dodge to that 
effect yesterday before a con- 
gressional committee. Without 
verifying that Dodge had given 
such testimony, he said that of 
course it would be most diffi- 
cult, otherwise the budget 
would have been balanced 


long ago. 

2. He indicated a reluctant 
willingness to have his pro- 
posed resolution regarding en- 
slavement of peoples by Rus- 
sia changed by Congress. He 
said this country would be in 
a very difficult position if it 
tried to repudiate all secret 
agreements made during World 
War II. He cited the dangers 
such a course would have in 
Berlin and Vienna, now occu- 
pied by the United States, 
Great Britain, France and Rus- 
sia. He declined to comment 
on whether Presidents Roose- 
velt and Truman should have 
foreseen that the Russians 
would pervert the Yalta and 
Potsdam agreements, observing 
that he would not rake up the 
ashes of the dead past.

3. He said he was not pre- 
pared at this time to say wheth- 
er the Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments Act, which expires June 
12, should be extended as is“ 
with its limiting “peril point” 
and “escape” clauses, which 
have restricted imports. He 
noted that Henry Ford II had 
recently called for the gradual 
elimination of all American 
tariff barfiers, but responding 
to another question, he avoided 
a direct answer as to whether 
his proposal for a free play of 
economic laws in the domestic 
markets should be applied to 
international trade.

Foreign Ministers Agree 
to Urge Speedy Ratifi- 
cation of EDC Treaty 
by Their Six Govern- 
ments.

To attain peace, the world must 
have collective security, abandon 
atory practices against 
any race, cread or color and elim- 
inate poverty, as starving men are 
heediess to pleas for freedom or 
democracy, Lodge said. To that 
end, the United States urged gov- 
ernments to be “servants of the 
people.” He thought peace could 
best be achieved by nations believ- 
ing “dictatorship a bad word,” not 
in those where it was disguised 
as “dictatorship of the proletar- 
ist.” 


Introdueto remarks of the 
American spokesman presaged the 
contents of his message, the na- 
ture of which had been kept se- 
cret. until delivery. With evident 
sarcasm directed at Vishinsky, 
seated nearby, Lodge reminded 
colleagues the United States had 
changed government since the 
General Assembly last met. 

“It was a change in which the 
losers have neither been disgraced 
nor, may I say, liquidated,” 
Lodge said with a glance toward 
the Communist delegation. The 
tall, handsome American delegate 
then recalled the promise of Pres- 
ident Eisenhower never to com- 
promise or cease “our quest for 
an honorable peace.” 


Truce Proposal. 


It was with this aspiration up- 
permost, Lodge continued, that 
the American delegation support- 
ed the Indian proposal for a truce 
in Korea, later accepted over- 
whelmingly by the General As- 
sembly but rejected by the Reds. 
The action represented “the con- 
science of the world and the 
striving of suffering humanity” 
for the end of hostilities there 
and elsewhere, Lodge said. 

“It seemed impossible that 
there could be rulers in this 
world who would object to this 
offer, but it soon appeared that 
there were. The regimes of China 
and of North Korea have turned 
it down, and, of course, when they 
did it, they must have known 
that they were telling the world 
in effect: 

„We wish to continue the 
bloody struggle in Korea, and, 
therefore, tell you that you can 


only solve the Korean problem | 


on our terms.’ We, who are de- 
just basis must all note this de- 
velopment with regret and seek 
the reasons for it.” 
‘Monstrous Answer.’ 
Lodge continued: 


“Mr. President, the facts I have

“Failure to end the fighting in 
Korea is not doe to any lack of 
cleverness with words here in the 
United Nations. It is due to the 
frankly announced desire of the 
Communists to continue the 
war.” 

Quotes Red China Minister. 

Lodge quoted the words of 
Chou En-lai, Foreign Minister of 
Red China, which, he said, dis- 
closed the identity of Chou's mas- 
ters. Chou asserted, Lodge con- 
tinued, that the Korean conflict 
had “ ‘reinforced the strength and 
influence of the world camp of 
peace and democracy headed by 
the Soviet Union.“ Such “prog- 
ress,” Lodge commented, “in 
which young manhood of China 
was being slaughtered” in accor- 
dance with Kremlin policy, was 
not approved by most of the 
Chinese people. 

“Apparently, the Soviet Union, 
with its own special brand of 
magnanimity and generosity, is 
determined to carry on the war 
to the last Chinese,” Lodge added 
caustically. 

At the end of Lodge's speech, 
Vishinsky jumped up to demand 
that the North Koreans be in- 
vited to take part in the de- 
bate. He said there was no use 
discussing the Korean question if 
“representatives of the Korean 
people are excluded.” 

He also reacted immediately to 
Lodge’s charges against the So- 
viet Union. 

‘Slander,’ Vishinsky Says. 

“It is easy to heap slander, as 
was done by the delegate of the 
United States,” he de lared. “The 
approach of the United States is 
not encouraging 
ask questions. Why ask questions 
of a new person who will not 
answer anyway? The Soviet Un- 
ion is not like an ostrich. It 
stands as the Soviet Union. The 
United States now is a Republican 
Government and it hides its face 
behind the U.N. flag.” 

Returning to his demand for an 
invitation to the North Koreans, 
Vishinsky said if the political 
committee refused such a bid it 
“will show its unwillingness to 
settle the question” of Korea. 

Lodge quickly replied that the 
Assembly already had rejected 
Russia’s proposal to invite the 
North Koreans and the Chinese 
Reds at its opening session and 
“no reason has been given why 
that decision should be reversed.” 

Lodge said the North Koreans 
have been condemned as aggres- 
sors and “they have no place 
here.”

“Our excessive denominational- 
ism and secretarian divisions have 
become a millstone around the 
necks of the Christian clurches 
in Asia. So likewise is the case 
with our western colonialism, ra- 
cialism and segregation. We can 
have segregation, or we can have 
Christianity. We cannot have them 
together.”

Will the Federal Government welsh on a major 
obligation to St. Louis? Will it turn over to the 
city the riverfront area in its present unkempt 
state, instead of developing it as a promised 
national monument to the western pioneers? 

That such a repugnant notion is in the Capi- 
tol Hill air is indicated by the “proposition” 
made by Representative Oliver P. Bolton of 
Ohio to Representative Thomas B. Curtis of 
St. Louis. Bolton, a new man on the Hill, seems 
to believe that the Government should drop 
the 82 weedy acres into the city’s lap. 

Perhaps Mr. Bolton has not yet had ume to 
acquaint himself with the full story of the pro- 


posed Jefferson National Expansion Memorial. 


Perhaps he does not know that, under a com- 
pact with the Government, St. Louis in 1934 


authorized a $7,500,000 bond issue as its contri- 


bution to this national project and that Wash- 
ington agreed to put up three dollars for every 
dollar put up by the city, that St. Louis raised 
$250,000 by private subscription for a develop- 
ment plan, that $9,000,000 already has been 
spent to clear the area now under National 
Park Service control. 

If Mr. Bolton will give due consideration to 
these facts, we feel sure that he—and others 
who may share his present inclination—will 
conclude that the project has been carried too 
far for repudiation. We believe that he should 
also consider the exceptional patience displayed 
by St. Louis in the last 19 years. It would be 
especially unfortunate.if this patience were to be 
rewarded by repudiation of the Government's 
obligation in this 150th anniversary year of 
the Louisiana Purchase, the chief event meant 
to be commemorated by the national monument, 


There have been self-seeking interests in St. 
Louis with their own designs for the area. But 
instead of being influenced by them, Congress 
ought, in this anniversary year, to authorize 
eventual completion of the project. Immediate 
appropriation of substantial funds is not as im- 
portant as making sure that the project is kept 
alive for future completion. Congress might 
well go farther and; in co-operation with the 
city, provide at least for suitable landscaping 
of the area. A few trees, a few shrubs, some 
grass: these might be planted as an earnest of 
what is to be. 


The riverfront is now the property of that 
reliable and wise custodian, the National Park 
Service, for development as a monument, not 
for St. Louis alone, but for the entire trans- 
Mississippi West. This historic ground should 
remain in the Park Service’s protecting hands. 
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Economists on a Merry-Go-Round 

The 29-man staff of the President’s Council 
of Economic Advisers must feel as if all 29 of 
its members have been caught in the same 
revolving door. 


Thanks to one of those intricate snafus like 
that which enveloped the reorganization bill, 
the White House and Congress have been un- 
able to get together on the question of continu- 
ing the Council’s activities beyond March 30. 


Two weeks ago the White House notified mem- 
bers of the staff that there might be no funds 
to pay them beyond that date. James C. Hagerty, 
the President’s press secretary, indicated that 
it had not then been decided whether the 
Council would be continued or not. 


Representative Taber’s House Appropriations 
Committee promptly knocked out two-thirds of 
the Council’s funds, and Mr. Taber announced 
that President Eisenhower had concurred in 
the cut. The House approved the committee's 
action when it passed a supplemental appro- 
priation bill last week. 

But it now appears that the White House does 
not want the Council jettisoned after all. In a 
letter to Senator Bridges, Presidential Assistant 
Sherman Adams says “it is highly important that 
the agency be continued,” and asks the Senate 
to approve the necessary funds to keep it going 
for the present fiscal year, at least. 


We hope both branches of Congress will go 
along with this latest and presumably definitive 
expression of White House views. If the Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisers is going to be abol- 
ished, it should be done frankly and openly 
by repeal of the Full Employment Act. Repre- 
sentative Taber’s attempt to accomplish de facto 
repeal by wielding the appropriations ax is not 
the right way to proceed, and it can only be 
wondered how he ever got the idea that the 
White House agreed with him.

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Public Opinion Wins in Oregon 

What started out to be a vindictive act in 
the Oregon Legislature against Senator Wayne 
Morse has collapsed under the weight of public 
opinion. Eight state Senators and 24 State 
Representatives introduced a bill to bar Senator 
Morse, former Republican, from seeking re- 
election in 1956 as an independent, his status 
since he bolted the G.O.P. ticket last year. The 


proposal aroused citizens in all parts of the 


state as a vicious reprisal which could set a 
dangerous precedent. Letters began to pour in 
on the Legislature at Salem with the result 
that the Senate Elections Committee, including 
State Senator Richard L. Neuberger, one of the 
four Democrats in the upper chamber, has 
voted 4to-1 to table the bill, That kills it.

In a relatively small space an automobile 
license plate can reflect something of the per- 
sonality and ingenuity of both the licensing 
state and the licensed owner, as Gov. Dewey 
has discovered. a 

The New York Governor is promoting a bill 
to charge an extra $10 fee for distinctive license 
plates. This could raise a lot of revenue, be- 
cause some 120,000 New Yorkers seem to feel 
that a low license number licenses a high so- 
cial standing. Their tags advertise not only 
“The Empire State“ but themselves as well. 


To be sure, most states try to express some- 
thing on a license, License systems vary widely. 
Some states, like Oklahoma, number counties 
and some, like Kentucky, name them. In New 
Jersey, with its letter-number combinations, a 
citizen can be pretty sure of getting a number 
half as long as in Nevada, which has only a 
tenth as many cars, 


A few states go in for symbolism. Louisiana 
has a pelican on its license, Wyoming a bronc 
rider, New Mexico an Indian sun design. Others 
use the license to display their shapes—Tennes- 
see and Montana being among the shapely. Ver- 
mont, the Green Mountain state, uses a license 
which appropriately is green. 

In recent years, however, crass commercialism 
has crept onto the license plate. Kansas used 
to sport yellow sunflowers but now its licenses 
merely promote the Wheat State. Esthetics has 
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1946 primary which La Follette lost by 
votes, for the man who beat him was Joseph P.

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Behind the Fluoridation Bill 


What has happened to the bill to fluoridate 
the city’s water supply? So far as the official 
record of last month’s public hearing shows, 
there seems to be no reason for further delay of 
this beneficial public health measure for at- 


_ tacking dental decay in children. Yet Alderman 


Walter W. Ziegenbalg, who has been sitting on 
the bill for months, shows no inclination to move. 

Why? Could it be that there is more to the 
fluoridation story than is written on the public 
record? Perhaps. A high-pressure “public rela- 
tions” apparatus has been covertly lobbying 
against the measure in behalf of important 
brewing-yeast interests in the city. Strangely 
enough, however, these interests did not see fit 
to put in an appearance at the public hearing. 

The function of the public hearing is to per- 
mit the Aldermen to hear. both sides of any 
question; it also enables the people to hear the 
same arguments. Why, then, did these impor- 
tant industrial users of water pass up the chance 
to put their case on record? Is their position so 
weak they dare not let the people examine it? 
Surely there must be a reason why they prefer 
to remain in the shadows. 


In any event, an opposition that declines to 
show itself ought to be of no concern to Alder- 
man Ziegenbalg and his committee on public 
utilities. They are the representatives of the peo- 
ple, not of special interests, and they ought to 
act on the facts presented at the public hearing. 
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Cloud Over REA 


Rural electrification in Missouri may reccive 
a serious setback if a decision by the Arkansas 
Supreme Court in an unprecedented case in- 
volving an Arkansas REA co-op stands up. In- 
deed, the setback might strike a deadly blow 
at “the REA revolution,” as Marquis Childs has 
so aptly called it, throughout the entire United 
States. In Missouri alone 42 rural electric co- 
opratives and 220,000 farmers who are their 
customers may be left unsure of where the 
power is to come from for their growing needs. 
Another 50, who are not receiving electric 
service at all may continue to be left out. 

The Arkansas decision forbids the Arkansas 
Electric Co-operative Corp. to build a steam 
generating plant with an REA loan, lease the 
entire output to the Southwest Power Admin- 
istration, and buy back its requirements. The 
court ruled that Congress has not authorized 
the Government to enter the steam generating 
field. SPA operates Norfork, Denison, Bull 
Shoals and other dams in the area where Kan- 
sas, Missouri, Arkansas and Oklahoma join. 

A group of Missouri co-ops are attempting 
by the same means to assure themselves of an 
adequate supply of low-cost electric power for 
the present demand and also for their future 
growth, The Arkansas case will almost unques- 
tionably be appealed, and a final determination 
of the law should be obtained as early as pos- 
sible. Until then, the prospects of co-operative 
and municipal power systems all over the coun- 
try will be clouded. These are days of dark 
anxiety for them, and an atmosphere of uncer- 
tainty is not the proper one to foster efficient 
operation and healthy growth, 


For the Tax Straitjacket 

The American Bar Association’s indorsement 
of the rich man’s tax plan—the proposed Con- 
stitutional amendment to set a 25 per cent ceil- 
ing on federal income taxes—reflects little credit 
on the lawyers. For it places them squarely be- 
side those who would ignore the principle of 
ability to pay and shift the tax burden te-those 
least able to carry the load. 

This discredited plan has been around for a 
long time. The promoters behind it have been 
working quietly for more than 12 years in the 
state legislatures in an attempt to force Con- 
gress to call a convention to p the amend- 
ment. Now that thiß flinking attack seems 
doomed, a frontal del, has been launched 
in Congress by Senator Dirksen and Repre- 
sentative Reed, Illinois Republicans. 

. Their amendment, which the Bar Association 
supports, would permit Congress to exceed the 
25 per cent ceiling only when two thirds of 
the members of each House concurred. And to 


make this gimmick foolproof, the amendment 


requires that if the limit is exceeded, the tax 
spread between the highest and lowest rates 
can be no more than 15 per cent. This com- 
pares with the present spread of from 22. per 
cent on taxable income of not more than $2000 
to 92 per cent on incomes in excess of $200,000: 

Revenue lost by such a restriction would have 
to be made up by some less equitable form of 
taxes. Are the lawyers ready to indorse a fed- 
eral sales tax?

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Answers to Traffic Jams 


The Mirrer 
of e 
Public Opinion 


With 50 per cent more cars on roads than before war and long lag 
in road-building, cities face gigantic traffic jams; yet there are im- 
mediate steps which would relieve situation if public demands 
them; one-way streets, parking controls have shown effectiveness.

Many traffic bottlenecks caused frightful 
congestion even in prewar years. But to- 
day, with approximately 53,000,000 motor 

ehicles on the road as against 33,000,000 
n 1942, we're in the worst traffic mess of 
our history. Nearly every city and large 
town in the nation now has a “traffic 
problem,” and many communities are suf - 
fering from semi-paralysis caused by 
choked arteries. : 

At a recent convention of traffic engi- 
neers, experts from several cities said it 
may not be long before all private passen- 
ger cars are barred from downtown streets 
in big metropolitan centers. All over the 
country, urban traffic congestion has be- 
come so acute that formerly unheard-of 
measures are currently under considera- 
tion for relieving it. 

But highly placed traffic engineers and 
highway authorities told me there are a 
number eof common-sense steps which 
every town and city could take toward 
temporarily doctoring and eventually elim- 
inating congestion. 

First of all, the experts say, every com- 
munity should face the facts by setting 
up a nonpolitical and impartial board or 
commission to study and analyze all as- 
pects of its traffic problem. 

These plans, it is generally agreed, 
should recommend steps under three dif- 
ferent time categories: (1) steps to be 
taken right away; (2) steps to be taken as 
soon as possible; and (3) steps to be taken 
sometime—perhaps at a time when eco- 
nomic recession makes it necessary or ad- 
visable to launch public-works projects in 
order to create jobs. 


How Houston Went Ahead 


Since most cities don’t have large re- 
serves of highway money at their disposal, 
the steps they can take right away are 
usually limited by financial considerations. 
But it has been shown over and over again 
in different places that traffic congestion 
can often be greatly ameliorated without 
large expenditures. 

Not long ago, to cite one example of 
this, I rolled into Houston, Tex., at high 
noon. I did so with a feeling of dread. 
I hadn’t been in Houston for five years, 
but I remembered it as a real traffic 
stinker. 

But I was delightfully surprised. As I 
came in from the north over U.S. 59, I 
got immediately onto a fine one-way street, 
and remained in one-way traffic all the 
way to my downtown hotel. 

I was so puzzled that I dropped in at the 
Chamber of Commerce to find out what 
had happened to the traffic jams. A gen- 
tleman there assured me that, no, sir, 
Houston's traffic wasn’t dwindling away. 
On the contrary, he said it had increased 
50 per cent in five years, but the city had 
found better ways of handling it. 

In 1948, it had converted 22.miles of 
main streets in the business district into 
one-way streets, and that was what made 
the big difference in driving conditions. 
This change cost Houston only $10,000 in 
new light signals and signs, the C. of C. 


man said, as against many millions it 


would have cost to widen two-way thor- 
oughfares, and results had been gratifying. 
In spite of the increased volume of traf- 


fic, vehicle stoppages had declined 45 per 
cent, traffic was moving from 14 to 38 
per cent faster than formerly, and there 
had been a marked drop in accidents. 


Still another way in which countless 
towns could partially alleviate traffic jams 
right away is by tackling their parking 
problems more effectively. Different 
methods are required in different places, 
of course, but any device which will get a 
parked vehicle off a busy street reduces 
driving woe by just that much. 

In hundreds of main-street towns and 
small cities, traffic engineers told me, con- 
gestion could be cut down substantially 
if cars were permitted to park on only one 
side of the street instead of on both sides. 
And in large industrial centers, the en- 
gineers say, there would be much less 
traffic grief if commercial trucks were re- 
quired to make their calls and deliveries 
at night instead of in the daytime. 

Better highway signs, markers and sig- 
nals could also contribute to congestion 
relief immediately. 


“Gimmicks” for Congestion 


The steps which a community should 
take “as soon as possible,” highway au- 
thorities told me, are usually those calling 
for badly needed physical changes in 
streets, roads or bridges. 

The idéal solution, of course, is to sepa- 
rate the conflicting streams of traffic en- 
tirely by building a bridge or underpass 
for one of them. But such projects cost a 
lot of money, and engineers have found in 
recent years they can often relieve con- 
gestion at a chronically choked crossroads 
by less expensive devices. These include 
traffic circles, special lanes for left-turning 
vehicles, and other gimmicks for “chan- 
nelizing” traffic. 

Another thing which most big cities 
need to do as soon as possible or “some- 
time”—when it may be necessary to create 
work projects to make jobs—is to build 
multi-lane expressways, or “freeways,” as 
they are called on the West Coast, to carry 
the bulk of arterial traffic through or 
around business sections, 


Waiting for Expressways 


Most cities have such plans on file, sev- 
eral of them have launched work on 
them, and in a few places they have been 
completed and excellent expressways are 
in operation. But the great cities, like 
most smaller ones, haven't been able to 
build super-arteries fast enough even to 
keep pace with the ever-increasing pres- 
sure of postwar traffic. 

“How can we pay for the traffic im- 
provements we need?” is a question in 
nearly every community. It is a question, 
moreover, which is often complicated by 
such factors as civic pride, arguments be- 
tween local and state authorities on the 
question of route, and disagreement among 
various factions and pressure groups on 
the best methods of levying taxes. 

Since the American people expend bil- 
lions for less essential purposes, however, 
there is ample room to hope that eventually 
we shall find ways and means to pay for 
the new traffic facilities we need and 
must have.

Yes, but Is It Science? 


IN THE NAME OF SCIENCE, by Martin Gardner. 

{Putnem's, 320 pgs., $4.) . 

The crimes that are committed in the 
name of science may not be so grave as 
those that liberty inspires, but they cer- 
tainly are more bizarre. To anyone who 
has glimpsed science as a gleaming man- 
sion of intellectual achievement, unsullied 
by human emotion, Martin Gardner’s book 
will come as a revelation. 


“In the Name of Science” is a galaxy of 
portraits from the well-populated lunatic 
fringe of modern science. They are all 
here, from unalloyed dreamers like A. W. 
Lawson, head of “Des Moines University 
of Lawsonomy,” to brilliant warped intel- 
lects like Charles Fort, who operate just 
outside the hazy 
boundary that sepa- 
rates valid criticism 
from pure extrava- 
gance. (The author 
charitably omits the 
respectable scientists 
who stay just inside 
that boundary.) The 
latter-day defender 
of Genesis, Prof. 
Velikovsky, is here, 
and Gayelord Hau- 
ser, and the inventor 
of “dianetics.” 

Within the wide 
field of pseudo-sci- 
ence, no clear pat- 
tern is evident. Some people, like the 
purveyors of peculiar diets and quack 
medical treatments, are looking for the 
road to easy street. Others, like Wilbur 
Glenn Voliva, the proponent of the flat 
world that failed to come to an end in 
1923, seek a following. 


But many others, at once the most 
ridiculous and most tragic, are true ideal- 
ists who sacrifice their whole lives to a 
chimera. Fake scientists do have some 
common characteristics, however, of which 
the most conspicuous is a boundless con- 
tempt for everyone else’s work. 


The stage of pseudo-science has more 
than a few stars. There is a big support- 
ing cast, which includes too many other- 
wise well-integrated people who have 
elected to carry an anti-scientific chip on 
their shoulders. It is to Gardner's credit 
that he has boldly sought out these

Mortimer Adler and G. K. Chesterton 
are among many who come in for deserved 
censure, and so is Gerald Heard, whose 
views on flying saucers Gardner calls 
“terrifying because there is a very real 
possibility that Heard . .. actually believes 
everything he writes.” 


This is a serious book because it reveals 
how easily pseudo-science wins a wide fol- 
lowing. With a little luck the semi- 
literate author of the most puerile non- 
sense may in our society become the 
darling of the well-to-do, the cultured and 
the supposedly educated. 


Evidently there is little real understand- 
ing of science in this world in which 
science weighs so heavily. Because Martin 
Gardner ruthlessly exposes the shoddiness 
of pseudo-science, he has written an im- 
portant book that deserves a wide audi- 
ence, 


But there is another good reason for 
getting yourself a copy. of this book. You 
don’t come across 23 chapters crammed 
with fascinating lore presented with 
sparkling wit every day. Here is good 
reading. The only hard thing about the 
book is to lay it down.

University and Southern Meth- 
odist University were competing 
in an attempt to induce a student 
to enroll in their school. 

Spencer said his bill is de- 
signed to protect students with 
athletic ability from “attempted 
bribery, competitive bidding and 
secre, extravagent and deceptive 
offers” from colleges in other 
statese. Such policies, he said, 
are contrary to collegiate ethical 
standards and detrimental to the 
educational and moral objective 
of these institutions. 

His proposal would require any 
person who solicits a student, his 
parents or friends, for the purpose 
of inducing the student to attend 
a college outside of Missouri, to 
register with the state department 
of education. Violation of this 
requirement would be a _ misde- 
meanor. 

Any high school student re- 
questing certification of his school 
credits to a college outside of 
Misosuri would be required to 
make a verified statement show- 
ing whether he had been solicited 
to attend that college, and re- 
porting the terms and conditions 
of any athletic scholarship offered 
to him. 

Spencer said the practice has 
become so flagrant that a sports- 
writer recently reported that high 
school athletes are now “shopping 
around” for the best college of-

He charged “things are so bad 
that even outstanding college 
coaches and educators are par- 
ticipating in this practice.” 

The Columbia Senator said the 
bill was his own idea, and that 
he had not discussed it with any 
official of the University of Mis- 
souri or representatives of other 
Missouri colleges and universi- 
ties. .

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The earliest planting of trout 
on record in Missouri was by the 
Missouri Fish Commission in 1881 
in the Missouri river near St.

branch, Dry Creek in Crawford 
county, Indian Creek in Newton

doux creek in Pulaski county, and 
the three meccas of trout fisher- 
‘men—Bennett Sprins Park on La- 
clede-Dallas county line near Leb- 
anon; Montauk Park in Dent 
‘county near Salem, and Roaring 
river in Barry county near Cass- 
‘ville, Special tags are not re- 
‘quired other than in the three 
state park fishing areas. 
Trout fishing in Missouri is en- 
tirely synthetic. Its popularity, 
Rowen, ae attested to by the fact 


| One 
scribed it as “Put and take—put 
in one night and taken out the 
next day.” Each of the three 
parks maintains its own hatchery. 
During the 1952 season, a total of 

198,927 fish, weighing 118,285 

pounds, was released in the three 
streams. This year the price of 
the trout fishing tag has been 
raised to $1. The Commission 
claims that the cost of bringing 
the trout up to catching size ex- 
ceeds the old 50 cents tag fee and 
that the new fee will permit a 
more nearly even break. The 
number of trout added each day 

to the streams at Montauk, Roar- 
ing river, and Bennett Springs is 
based on the number of tags sold. 
Six trout are the limit and 2% 
fish are turned loose in the 
streams for each tag sold. 

| Not Enough for Restocking. 


Missouri trout do not spawn 
sufficiently for restocking, and 
artificial methods are 
their reproduction. When the 
spawning season arrives in No- 
vember the adult fish are stripped 
‘of their spawn. The eggs and 
milt are mixed in a pan for ferti- 
lization. These eggs are spread 
on special trays and the trays are 
placed in hatchery troughs sup- 
plied with cold, running spring 
Water. In about 21 days the fry 
hatch out. They remain in the 
troughs after hatching until they 
have grown ta sufficient size to 
be placed in the rearing ponds. 
‘For 14 days they live on an at- 
‘¢ached egg yolk, and after it is 
‘absorbed they are fed special 
food, finely ground, consisting of 
‘liver and cereals. They grow 10 
inches the first year and are con- 
sidered of sufficient size to be re- 
leased in the streams. 

It would be interesting to see 
the reaction of the employe of the 
old Missouri Fish Commission 
who released the trout in the Mis- 
souri river in 1881 if he could 
view the present methods of 
scientific management and feed- 
ing. Liver, wheat, soybean meal, 
fish meal, alfalfa meal, dried 
milk, vitamins A, B-12 and D, 
riboflavin and even antibiotics 
are mixed for the daily fare of 
the fish so that they will be 
healthy, frisky and of catchable 
size when the season opens on 
March 1. Nearly 100 per cent of 
the 10-inch and larger trout 
planted in these three parks end 
up the anglers’ creels. The 
fastest growers are also segre- 
gated and saved for future brood 
stock. The strain is constantly 
improved to bring the trout to 
an early releasable size. 

Fly Rod Is Favorite. 


The fly rod is the favorite type 
of trout fishing gear, although 
in recent years spinning tackle 
has gained much favor. Dead 
minnows and worms are used in 
the pools allocated to the hook- 
and-line fishermen. Small spoons 
and fly rod sized action plugs 
have their following. Brown woolly 
worms or small black gnats, fished 
with No, 1 gold spinners and 
weighted with a couple of small 
split shot, have succeeded in tak- 
ing fish when all other baits 
failed.

CORONATION COST 
TO BE $1,260,000 
FOR BRITISH ARMY

LONDON, Feb. 25—War Min- 
ister Antony H. Head announced 
in the House of Commons yester- 
day that the British army's par- 
ticipation in the coronation of 
Queen Elizabeth II will cost 
E 450,000 ($1,260,000). 

Preliminary estimates of the 
coronation's cost thus reached 
£817,000 ($2,287,600). Two weeks 
ago the Treasury asked members 
of Parliament te approve 4 367, 
000 ($1,027,600) for preparing 
Westminster Abbey and the con- 
struction of stands along the pro- 
cession route. 

Emrys Hughes, Laborite, asked

ing Sewage or Waste 
Into Missouri Streams, 


By EDWARD H. THORNTON 
A Staff Correspondent ef the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 25— 
Creation of a 13-member “water 
pollution control board” in the 
state division of health would be 
authorized under terms of a bill 
introduced in the House yester- 
day by Representative Robert C. 
Smith (Dem.), Columbia, and four 
other House members, 


The proposed board would be 
charged with acting in the in- 
terests of the people to restore a 
“reasonable degree of purity” in 
waters of the state. Any persons 
desiring to discharge sewage, in- 
dustrial waste, or other wastes 
into any waters of the state would 
have to apply to the board for a 
permit to do so, 

Regulations governing pollution 
of Missouri's streams would be 
promulgated by the board and 
persons violating the orders of 
the board would be liable to a 
maximum fine of $500 and im- 
prisonment for 90 days. Judicial 
review of board orders might be 
had by petitioning Cole county 
circuit court. 

Members of the board of con- 
trol would be the directors of the 
Divisions of health and resources 
and development, Conservation 
Commission, Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture, State Geologist and 
eight members named by the Gov- 
ernor. They would serve with- 
out compensation. 

Other new bills introduced 
would: 

Set up a voluntary lien and re- 
covery plan so persons holding 
more than the allowable amount 
of property could get old-age as- 
sistance if they gave the state a 
lien on their property. 

Allow a married couple to have 
$1000 cash instead of $500 as at 
present and still be eligible for 
assistance. 

Aged persons possessing more 
than the maximum amount of 
property permitted recipients of 
old-age assistantce, who are oth- 
erwise eligible; could receive 
benefits by voluntarily giving the 
state a lien on their property. 
Two similar bills were killed by 
the Social Security Committee of 
the House last week. These would 
have provided that benefits 
might be paid old-age pensioners 
regardless of the amount of prop- 
erty they had and the money 
given them would become a lien 
on their property to be collected 
from their estates. A similar bill 
is pending in the Senate. 

Such legislation was strongly 
recommended by Gov. Phil M. 
Donnelly in his inaugural mes- 
Sage as a means of reducing the 
increasing cost of the old-age 
assistance program.

He formally nominated Francis 
White of Baltimore, Md., to be 
Ambassador to Mexico, and Wil- 
liam McNear Rand, retired presi- 
dent of Monsanto Chemical Co. of 
St. Louis, to be deputy director of 
the Mutual Security Agency. 

The President's selection of 
Sturges, White and McNear had 
been announced earlier. 

Raymond M. Foley, the present 
chief of the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency, has submitted 
his resignation to Eisenhower. The 
White House said that at the 
President's request he has agreed 
to remain as — until 
Cole’s nomination has been acted 
on by the Senate. 

Cole, 51 years old, was elected 
to the House from the First Con- 
gressional District of Kansas in 
1944. A Republican, he served in 
Congress from 1945 through last 
year. 

In Congress, Cole was a mem- 
ber of the House Banking Com- 
mittee which has jurisdiction over 
many housing and finance bills. 
Cole, born at Moberly, Mo., at- 
tended Washburn College and re- 
ceived his law degree from the 
University of Chicago in 1925.

Interracial Marriage 


By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


HIS is the story of an American girl who married a man 

of Japanese origin: 

“I was interested to read in your column, Dr. Popenoe, 
a letter from a white girl who wishes to marry a Japanese. 
I think a large part of your advice to her was good. I can 
speak with some knowledge of the facts, because I am a white 
woman (my family on both sides has been in this country since 
the early 1700s), and I have been happily married for eight 
years to a man of Japanese ancestry. 

“Tt is true that the first few years of marriage are full of 
adjustments anyway, and they are certainly made more diffi- 
cult by intermarriage. I felt nervous and upset about going 
out with my husband at first. This was during the war years 
when the Japanese-Americans encountered suspicion and hos- 
tility in this country. I was afraid of incidents and dreaded 
what seemed to me stares of hostility. Later I came to realize 
that they were mostly stares of mere interest or curiosity. I 
made myself go out and we had good times together; and after 
ewhile my dread disappeared.

“WE HAVE LOST NO FRIENDS, and I cannot think of 
any particular social difficulties we have encountered. We 
have three lovely children, and I do not feel that they will 
face any special handicaps when they grow up. I have seen 
quite a few such children as ours who have done very well in 
their chosen professions and in marriage. Two of my hus- 
band’s cousins married white persons and their marriages, too, 
have been very happy. 

“I think we can expect to see more such marriages on this 
eontinent, and I feel that our experience may have some real 
value for others. The most important things,.I think, are that 
one should be deeply in love, be willing to take criticism and 
try to turn it to approval, be frank and understanding with 
each other (a sense of humor is a terrific help), be as objective 
as possible, and once the decision is made to marry, give 
everything to it.”

In most cases cracks in cast iron 
boilers can be mended by getting 
someone in to do a little brazing 
which is something like welding 
but not quite.

If the crack is not too bad it 
can be patched up for a time with 
a sealing compound made for this 
purpose and sold through heating 
and plumbing stores. 

The fire in the furnace is al- 
lowed to cool and then one of the 
fittings on the boiler is removed 
and the compound poured in ac- 
=e to the directions on the 

The correct amount of water is 
added to the boiler and the fire 
is started up. When the compound 
hits the crack it expands and 
closes it up. 

How long the crack will remain 
sealed is hard to say but your 


best bet is to grab the first mild 
day to have someone come in and 


mechanically seal it up for good.
